SEOUL, June 21 (AP)—Philip- 
pine infantrymen using bayonets 


and grenades today blunted the 
initial thrust of a Chinese regi- 
ment attacking on a three-mile 
sector in western Korea. 


The Filipinos and United States 
Forty-fifth Division infantrymen 
beat back charge after charge in 
five hours of savage night fighting 
to force the Chinese to withdraw. 

Objective of the Reds was “T- 
bone Hill” defended by the 
Philippine Nineteenth Battalion 
Combat Team, and nearby key 
peaks west of Chorwon. 

The Reds threw tanks and 

artillery into the battle. Probably 
3000 to 4000 Chinese foot soldiefs 
smashed against Allied positions. 
More than 5000. rounds of Com- 
/munist artillery and mortar fire 
pounded into U.N. positions. It 
was one of the heaviest barrages 
of the war on a single sector. 


| Allied Units Cut Off. 

| In the early stages of the fight 
some Allied units were cut off. 
They battled the Reds hang-to- 
hand and threw them back. 

Before dawn the mauled Chi- 
nese had enough, They began to 
pull back. 

The United States Eighth Army 
said the Reds suffered 550 killed 
and about 350 wounded. . This 
raised to more than 3000 Commu- 
nist casualties in bloody fighting 
for the key hills. — 

/ American casualties were not 
announced. 

' Correspondent Milo Farneti re- 
ported from the Forty-fifth Divi- 
sion that the Communist assault 
rivaled the intensity of last De- 
cember’s “Little Gibraltar” fight- 


ing. 
Philippine troops dug in at the 

base of “T-bone” were hit first. 

The onrushing Reds closed for 

hand-to-hand fighting. They were 

beaten back. 

Reds Shift Attack.

'° The Red attack then shifted to 
two hill positions defended by the 
179th Regiment about three miles 
to the southwest. Again the Chi- 
nese were beaten back. 

A third but lighter thrust was 
then thrown against a hill posi- 
tion in the center of the line. It 
was Stopped. 

Then the Chinese threw their 
might against the Filipinos on 
“T. bone” only to be battered back. 
- A tank-supported Allied raiding 
unit killed or wounded 30 Chinese 
in hand-to-hand combat south of 
Pyonggang, during a 25-minute 
skirmish on the central front 
early today. 

Elsewhere along the 155-mile 
front there was light patrol ac- 


tion. 

United States Air Force B-26s 
backed up the western front line 
action by hammering Red supply 
and staging areas and by shooting 
up new supplies moving down 
' the highways from North Korea. 

Russian Jet Shot Down. 

American Sabre jet pilots re- 
ported they shot down a Russian- 
built jet over Pyongyang, the 
North Korean capital. Two pilots, 
First Lt. Donald A. McLean of 
Rochester, N.Y., and Lt. William 
D. Engle of Neodesha, Kan., 
shared credit for the kill, the 
first for each.

FOUND GUILTY OF 
FVADING US TAXES 


Undertaker Convicted on 
All 5 Counts of Indict- 
ment, to Be Sentenced 


_ Thursday. 


Joseph W. Clark, who operates 
an undertaking establishment at 
1125 Hodiamont avenue, was 
found guilty of evading $47,127-in 
income tax payments following a 


trial before United States District 
Judge George H. Moore yester- 
day. 
Judge Moore found Clark.guilty 
on all five counts of an indict- 
ment which charged him with 
evading taxes in the period 1945 
through 1949. Clark, who waived 
a jury, was ordered to appear in 
court for sentencing Thursday. 
The trial, which had been in 
recess for one week, was resumed 
yesterday afternoon with the de- 
fense attempting to prove by the 
accrual method of accounting 
that Clark owed considerably less 
for income taxes than the Gov- 
ernment charged. 
: Objection Sustained. 
“However, Government objec- 
tions to testimony by L. Ray 
Schuessler, certified public ac- 
countant, were sustained by Judge 
Moore on grounds that Clark’s 
records were kept on a cash basis 
and that he could not switch to 
the accrual method. Schuessler 
had made an analysis of Clark’s 
financial records. 
Don O. Russell, Clark’s attor- 
ney, argued that his gross re- 
ceipts, which were used by Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau accountants 
in determining taxes, did not 
reflect the true income because 
of cash advances which Clark 
made to customers for burial lots 
and other purposes. 
Assistant United States Attor- 
ney William J. Costello replied 
that Clark, in an investigation by 
Government agents, had admitted 
that he had deducted cash ad- 
vances from his expenses. 
The defense argiied that the 
Government had failed to prove a 
willful attempt to defraud, but 
Judge Moore said the record 
showed consistent deficencies in 
returns made from 1941 through 
1949. 

Judge’s Comment. 
“There is no question in the 
court’s mind that the defendant, 
year after year, failed to give 
certain figures for income -tax 
purposes to his accountant, Mich- 
ael J. Kane,” Judge Moore said. 
“If he had permitted Kane to ex- 
amine his books he wouldn't be 
here now.” 
Earlier the Government intro- 
duced in evidence a statement 
signed by Clark in which he ad- 
mitted owing $144,000 in unpaid 
taxes for the 1941-49 period. He 
also had admitted “fabricating” 


accountant. 

Clark, 63 years old, lives at his 
undertaking establishment. He 
entered the business after study- 
ing embalming at night while 
working as a janitor.

Chambers’s Nineteenth 
Ward, one of the city’s largest 
Nergo wards, is in the Seventh 
senatorial district. 

Hogan denied that he and State 
Senator Harry J. Byrne had called 
on members of the Police Board 
in behalf of Brooks, who becomes 
the first Negro policeman to hold 
the rank of lieutenant since 1939. 

“What could I get out it?” Ho- 
gan asked a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter when questioned about the 
matter. From a_ standpoint of 
practical politics he expects to 
get Chambers’s support in his own 
battle for re-election to the State 
Senate. 

Brooks’s Record on Force. 

Brooks, whose promotion be- 
comes effective July 1, is attached 
at present to the Deer Street Po- 
lice Station, assigned to patrol 
car duty. He is to be transferred 
to the secret service division as a 
lieutenant. 

He formerly served in the po- 
lice - juvenile division, and was 
credited with making a ‘good rec- 
ord in that work. Since then he 
has been regarded as a good, but 
not an outstanding officer. 

There had been a number of 
recommendations to the Police 
Board by Negro leaders that a 
member of their race be pro- 
moted to lieutenant. They pointed 
out that there had not been one 
in the department since Lieut. 
Ira Cooper died in 1939. 

Brooks was not the first choice 
of Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell and’ other top police 
officers. They favored either Sgt. 
Edward Bolden or Sgt. James 
Cook. Bolden is in charge of the 
narcotics squad and has other 
duties at Police Headquarters. 
Cook is a member of the morality 
squad. Both are regarded profes- 
sionally as “good cops.”

General Goes to Denison 
— Plans Speech on 
National Security, Bid 
for West. 


DENISON, Tex., June 21 (AP) 
—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
flew to Texas today for his first 
bitter political fight, apparently 
ready for some old-fashioned po- 
litical slugging. 

All indications before his take- 
off from Denver at 9:30 a.m. were 
that this dash to Texas and Neva- 
da was the first departure Eisen- 
hower will make from the care- 
fully polite routine he has been 
following in his quest for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 

Beyond that, advisers said, 
there will be a forthright speech 
on national security, a stronger 
fight for western votes, another 
conference with Gov. John S. 
Fine séeking Fine’s bloc of 32 of 
Pennsylvania’s \70 votes and a 
possible appearance at Chicago to 
talk with more delegates prior to 
the nomination. 

Trouble in Raising Funds. 

Meanwhile, Paul G. Hoffman, 
adviser to the national citizens 
committee for Eisenhower, said he 
was having trouble raising funds 
for the general’s campaign. He 
said the effort was not going in 
the red, but he added that Wall 
Street is not hehind the cam- 
paign. 

Hoffman told reporters that 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
the general’s chief opponent for 
the G.O.P. nomination, is “more 
attractive to the people of great 
money” than the general. Hoff-' 
man said the largest. contribution 
he has picked up in a recent 
money-raising trip was $6000, He 
did not identify the contributor. 
Other Statements. 

Hoffman also told reporters 
late yesterday: 

1. He would not accept ap- 
pointment as Secretary of State. 
He believes his job is to remain 
as head of the Ford Foundation. 

2. The Republicans, with Eis- 
enhower as their nominee, 
would attract three to four mil- 
lion young’ people’s votes the 
party won’t get otherwise. 

3. He flew to Denver to urge 
Eisenhower to deliver a forth- 
right speech on national de- 
fense and a program for world 
peace but “found he already 
has decided he must speak out 
on the subject.” Hoffman be- 
lieves it will come in a 15-min- 
ute television and radio speech 
Monday night. 

4. He wants the general to 
move his headquarters from 
Denver to Chicago by the time 
the G.O.P, convention opens 
July 7. 

Hoffman was just one aid of- 
fering this advice, Most fee] that 
Eisenhower must be on the scene 
for the final campaign effort. 


Goes to Denison, 

After Eisenhower landed at Per- 
rin Air Force Base he motored 
here, his birthplace. After an ap- 
pearance here, his schedule 
called for a stop at Denton, Tex., 
before going to Dallas for con- 
ferences and a speech to be 
broadcast at 8:30 o’clock tonight 
(St. Louis time, to be carried by 
radio station KMOX).

Tentative Vote of 146 to 88. 


From the standpoint of the sta- 
bilization agencies, the price de- 
control amendment hit hardest of 
all. Sponsored by Representative 
Talle (Rep.), Iowa, it was tenta- 
tively approved by a 146 to 88 
standing vote yesterday. 


This provision would require 
the lifting, of price controls on 
articles or services which (1) have 
sold below ceiling for three 
months, or (2) are in adequate or 
surplus supply. 

The amendment defines an ar- 
ticle as being in adequate supply 
when it is not being rationed or 
allocated. Nothing is rationed 
now, and only a few metals are 
under allocation controls.

His talk reaffirmed the official 
position on steel prices, but Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Roger Putnam 
on Tuesday conceded that the 
Government would give “friendly 
and sympathetic” consideration to 
a request for a bigger price boost 
if the industry settled the dispute 
and made a good case for a ceil- 
ing increase. 
Arnall estimated the proposed 
wage increases would cost the 
steel companies not more than 
$4.67 a ton for the 18 months of 
the proposed contract. The dif- 
ference between that and the $3 
Capehart increase could “easily” 
be absorbed in steel profits, he 
said. 

The provision for reorganiza- 
tion of the Wage Stabilization 
Board and redefinition of its 
functions to strip it of any power 
to intervene in labor disputes was 
passed by a standing vote of 176 
to 61. 

Under this amendment, a ma- 
jority of the members would be 
representatives of the public, al- 
though labor and management 
also would have representatives 
appointed by the President. The 
public members would be sub- 
ject to Senate confirmation. The 
board would formulate and rec- 
ommend general wage stabiliza- 
tion policies, but would be barred 
from taking any hand in labor 
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s.

He said Latti- 
more was not asked whether he 
planned a trjp behind the Iron 
Curtain. Such journeys are 
barred by the department unless 
specifically authorized. 

Asked if Lattimore is being 
watched, McDermott replied: “‘Not 
to my knowledge.”

Taft battling Eisenhower in the 
tight race for the Republican 
presidential nomination, told a 
press conference he saw no great 
difference in principle between 
him and the general on either for- 
eign or domestic issues. 

The Ohio Senator, predicting 
his own nomination on an early 
ballot in the convention opening 
July 7, also charged Eisenhower 
forces had used state patronage 
in efforts to “pressure” Taft dele- 
gates in New York and New Jer- 
sey to vote for the general. 

Taft told reporters he believes 
that a party split over foreign 
policy could be avoided by ef- 
forts of John Foster Dulles, for- 
mer State Department adviser, to 
draft a plank in that field. Dulles 
has been named special adviser 
to the G.O.P, platform committee. 

“I believe Mr. Dulles is in a 

position to draft a plank that will 
be acceptable and eliminate the 
only dangerous element of a split 
in the party,” Taft said. 
Although Eisenhower has been 
quoted as calling Taft an “‘isola- 
tionist,”” the Ohio Senator said 
he saw only a difference in 
methods—not in viewpoint—be- 
tween them. 
He said Eisenhower apparently 
felt “unwilling to criticize, or 
even to name, President Truman 
and Secretary of State Acheson, 
and is unwilling to go after the 
Administration on its lack of 
judgment and its mistakes.” 

No Running Mate Offers. 

Taft renewed his offer to set- 
tle the dispute over Texas’s 38 
delegates — where Eisenhower 
backers raised the cry of “steal” 
—on a compromise basis. 
He denied that he had made 
tentative offers of the vice presi- 
dential nomination or of any 
Cabinet post to any person in 
anticipation of his own nomina- 
tion. 

Taft, appearing confident and at 
ease, told a reporter he thought 
he would win the Republican 
presidential nomination on an 
early ballot at the Chicago con- 
vention opening July 7. 

“I don’t see how the Eisen- 
hower people can break through 
to win at this point,” he said. 
“They have not made the head- 
way they expected when he re- 
turned home to campaign.” 

Taft said any decision to try 
for a first-ballot nomination would 
depend on how things stand as 
balloting time nears. He said he 
thought he had the delegate 
strength to make the grade, if 
there are no major changes in 
lineups. 

With 604 delegate votes needed 
to win the nomination, Taft has 
467 to Eisenhower's 392 in the 
Associated Press tabulation. This 
tally is based on avowed and con- 
ceded first-ballot alignments. 

Taft’s backers apparently have 
written off to some extent their 
chance of seating a Taft-dominat- 
ed delegation from Georgia be- 
cause the faction which now sup- 
ports Eisenhower there was seated 
in the 1948 convention. Georgia 
casts 17 votes on the nomination. 

In Louisiana, Taft’s men be- 
lieve they will salvage a majority 
of the 15-vote delegation, part of 
which is contested. They think 
that a five-vote delegation from 
Mississippi which supports the 
Senator eventually will be seated. 

Ruling on Texas. 

Taft told a reporter he agrees 
with the G.O.P, national commit- 
tee’s ruling that all of Texas’s 38 
delegates are élected from the 
state at large and thus are sub- 
ject to contest before the national 
convention. 

Taft said his backers are ready 
to contend that “one-day” Repub- 
licans — Democrats who planned 
to return to their own ranks — 
packed some precinct and county 
caucuses in Texas for Eisenhower.

FOR PERJURY ON REDS 


She Is Former Secretary of 
CIO Packing House 
Workers Local. 


CAMDEN, N.J., June 21 (AP)— 
Mrs. Sylvia Neff, 42-year-old for- 
mer union secretary was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison yes- 
terday for perjury in testifying 
to a federal grand jury that she 
had not joined in Communist ac- 
tivities. 

Counsel for the woman an- 
nouncdéd plans to appeal. 

United States District Judge 
Thomas Madden refused to re- 
lease. Mrs. Neff in bail, saying, 
“In my opinion she is a member 
of a dangerous organization. In 
my judgment to release her in 
bail would endanger the security 
of this country.” 

Mrs. Neff was a secretary for 
Local 80, CIO United Packing 
House Workers, representing 
workers at the Campbell Soup 
plant here. 

She testified before the federal 
grand jury last October that she 
had not joined in Communist par- 
ty activities. She was tried on 
the perjury charge, and was con- 

victed, 

She answered a scarcely audi- 
ble “no” when asked by Judge 
Madden if she had anything to 


say. 

Judge Madden told Mrs. Neff 
“you didn’t have to make a state- 
ment before the grand jury, but 
you saw fit to commit perjury. 
Then yau told the probation offi- 
cer that you had been framed.” 

Madden added “two witnesses 
testified against you, and you 
didn’t see fit to take the stand 
and deny their allegations or call 
out ‘iar’.” 


Engineer Convicted of Lying in 

Atomic Espionage Inquiry. 

NEW YORK, June 21 (UP)— 
Oscar John Vago, Hungarian-born 
engineer, was found guilty yester- 
day of lying to a federal grand 
jury investigating espionage of 
atomic secrets. 

United States District Judge 
Sylvester J. Ryan suspended a 
three-year jail sentence and 
placed Vago on probation. Ryan 
heard the case without,a jury. 

Vago was found guilty of lying 

when he said he had returned 
to Hungary in 1929 and re- 
entered this country in 1933. 
The Government said he was a 
resident of the United States 
from 1925 to 1932. 
. He once was the partner of 
Abraham Brothman, who was con- 
victed of conspiring to obstruct 
justice in the Harry Gold atom 
spy case.

- Candidate Eisenhower continues to have dif- 
tieuity with controversial issues. His latest ut- 
terance om the federal deficit is an example, 
Speaking in Denver he said that the deficit must 
be ended “and if that requires us to go on a 
slower program on the building of our security 


This places Gen, eimhewer in effect not 
only in favor of the -White House stretch-out, 


which delays the peak year of defense produc- 


tion until 1955, but also in favor of the. con- 
gressional “drag-out,” as one observer terms it. 

Reduction of the deficit is important and 
readers of the Post-Dispatch know that we have 
favored revenue policies which would cut it 


down sharply in these prosperous times. But 
surely the deficit is not the threat to the coun- 
‘try which possible Communist aggression is. 


Everyone knows what happened in Korea just 
two years ago. What might have happened by 
now in Europe had not the Marshall plan and 
NATO done their work can only be guessed. ° 


In view of this, it is strange to hear the for- 
mer commander at SHAPE putting the deficit 
down as more important than maintaining even 


our present slow pace in the competition with | 


Russia for arms and security. 

Gen. Eisenhower's third statement on offshore 
oil does not help matters any at all. First he 
was for state authority over the undersea oil 
lands adjacent to such states as Texas, Louisiana 
and California. Then he said he learned that 
the Supreme Court had upheld the authority 
of the states to guard this oil against state ex- 
ploitation for private operations. He said he was 
one to accept the view of the Supreme Court. 
Now he says that control should. be vested in 
the states “except in eases conflicting with the 
national interest.” 

He takes this poiition: he explains, as an ap- 
plication of his general principle that govern- 
ment should be decentralized and its “responsi- 
bilities, control and services” be brought “as 
close to the people as possible.” 


The General’s basie conviction is sound and 
there will be much sympathy for it. There are, 
however, some things which cannot be safely 
decentralized. National defense cannot be left to 
the states to handle as they see fit. The creation 
of military forces is national, not a state respon- 
sibility. 

So it is with a resource as vital as offshore 
oil. To vest title to it in the states would be to 
run the grave risk of not having it available 
for national defense just at the time when it 
might be most needed. Here is an issue on 
which Gen. Eisenhower must surely have been 
misled by the Texas oil crowd which is backing 
him. 

From The Courant in Hartford, Conn.. to The 
Statesman in Salem, Ore., newspapers friendly 
to Gen. Eisenhower are disturbed over the turn 
of his campaign. Former Republican Gov.

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Treating the Parking Vlacileabe 


An important step along the long hard road 
toward easing the: parking jam in St. Louis has 
been taken in the Board of Aldermen. A bill 
enabling the city to make use of its authority to 
develop off-street parking facilities has been in- 
troduced by Alderman Everett Taylor. The soon- 
er it is passed the sooner the next step can be 
taken. 

That move would be a court test to determine 
whether the Aldermen alone céh authorize the 
issuance of $500,000 in. revenue bonds for con- 
struction of off-street facilities, as provided in 
the bill. Kansas City was permitted to do so 
under a statute held valid by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, so precedent should be on the 
city’s side. 

The city also would test the constitutionality 
of a state requirement that parking facilities 
finally developed must be leased to private oper- 
ators. A measure which would have permitted 
the city to operate its own facilities was killed 
last April by a committee of the Missouri House, 
principally because of the loud protests of pri- 
vate operators of garages and parking lots in 
downtown St. Louis. How unfortunate that action 
was is becoming clearer each day. 

Parking is a major headache to the motorist 
downtown and, increasingly, in other sections 
of the city. The Taylor bill could lead to a clear- 
ing of the legal issues involved and, eventually, 
to the development of $500,000 worth of off- 
street facilities that would pay for themselves. 
It is a sensible approach. It should commend 
itself to everyone who has burned a gallon of 
gasoline looking for a place to park. 
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Margaret Chase Smith’s Mixed Vote 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith of Maine must 
have disappointed, by her votes on Thursday, 
many of those who had come to look on her as 
one of the most hopeful standard-bearers of Re- 
publican liberalism in the upper house.

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When Children Love Poetry 


Dorothy Barclay in The New York Times 


Once in a while among the mass of (for 
the most part) pretty sober material that 
regularly reaches our desk comes a com- 
munication that starts us off on a pleas- 
antly rambling series of reminiscences. 

Such was the case the other morning 


¥ when we took up the latest issue of Letter 


to Supervisors, a little publication that 
goes out each month to local leaders in 
elementary education from the State Edu- 
cation Department, Albany. 

This particular copy was on the topic 
“Poetry for Children.” It touched off a 
flood of recollections dating from our own 
grammar school days, some completely de- 
lightful, others still a trifle uncomfortable 
-~-as those involved with trying to. recite 
before the class a poem not quite com- 
pletely memorized. 

Children can appreciate poetry from a 
very early age. But in many a home to- 
day, it would appear. their. repertoires are 
largely confined to the jingles of singing 
commercials. 

Those parents who love and enjoy po- 
etry and read it to their children as nat- 
urally as they would the latest book of 
adventures .of a tug or fire engine may 
find it hard to believe that some other 
mothers and fathers, especially fathers, 
studiously avoid it. 

“Never touch the stuff,” one dad told us 
when we asked him his favorite poems for 
reading aloud. 

This thinking of poetry as “long-haired” 
and setting it apart from life is something 
of a shame, for children have an instinct 
for rhyme and rhythm and imaginative 
speech that, indulged, can brighten their 
present and help stock a mental store of 
pleasant reference for the future. 


Thinking back on their own. childhood 
a number of adults we talked with could 
remember outright fun, delight, wonder, 
vague yearnings and a little pain in their 
experiences, with varied kinds of poetry. 

“I always loved ‘A Child’s Garden of 
Verses,’"’ one woman told us, “but there 
always seemed something more in them 
than the poems really said. It used to puz- 
zie me in a kind of painful-pleasant way. 
There was a feeling of space and time 
and life aretching out ahead. I suppose 
that’s one of the strengths of real poetry.” 

Mrs. Frances Clarke Sayers, superin- 
tendent of work with children at the New 
York Public Library, and two children’s 
librarians at different branches, Miss Kath- 
erine Love and Miss Helen Brogan, told 
us how poetry is used in their programs. 
“We have found children enjoy it very 
much and the less self-conscious. you are 
ee introducing s, = better the reac- 

" Mrs. ph gh 
nie igh she reported, are 


interspersed among fhe stories at regular 
story hours, for the pleasure of the lan- 
guage as well as for a change of pace. 
Both Miss Love’ and Miss Brogan stressed 
the point that poetry needn’t be solemn. 
Indeed, nonsense verse is among the most 
popular. As for more literate poems, par- 
ents needn’t be concerned that children 
won't understand the language. 

Work at the libraries with youngsters 
who know little English has shown that 
they respond to the music and rhythm of 
the words even when they have only the 
foggiest idea what their meaning is. 

We've heard complaints from one set of 
parents, though, that Mother Goose was a 
thorough nuisance when, read to their 
children because the youngsters demanded 
explanations of every word they didn’t 
know and “half of them were either obso- 
lete or completely foreign to their experi- 
ence”—sixpences and stiles abpunding on 
these pages. 

True enough, not all children like the 
same poems. Older children may enjoy 
the simplest of verse and foddlers be fas- 
cinated by works that would seem to be 
far beyond them. As was a four-year-old 
we knew who would listen spellbound to 
Tennyson's: 

The splendour falls on castle walls 

And snowy summits old in story: 

The long light shakes across the lakes, 
And the wild cataract leaps in glory. 
Blow, bugle, blow, set the wild echoes 

flying, — 
Blow, bugle; answer, echoes, dying, dying, 
dying. 


Mrs. Sayers stressed the importance of 
an ‘informal approach toe poetry, yet it 
must be admitted some parents do. get 
pretty self-conscious when they decide that 

now is the time to start. This may be be- 
cause they feel that poetry should be read 
in some special “poetic” way. Fortunately 
most verses for young children are so 
happily lilting and simple that overdrama- 
tization is automatically ruled out. 

A great deal depends, the librarians be- 
lieve, on the way the parents feel about 
what they are reading. By tone and atti- 
tude, it would appear, mom and dad can 
queer many a childhood classic with their

Fadeout of a Great Dancer 


THE LAST YEARS OF NIJINSKY, by Romole Nijinsky.

The late Vaslav Nijinsky is universally 
rated as “the greatest male dancer of all 
time.” A select but durable cult cannot 
get enough of the lore and data about him, 
even though his days of glory ended 
abruptly 33 years ago. He was a dancer 
who leaped higher than any other—and 
then floated for a while! 


From 1909 to 1919—his nineteenth -to 
his twenty-ninth year—he astounded the 
balletomanes of the old world and the 
new.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 21 
(AP) — The striking CIO United 
Steel Workers union is starting to 
issue food orders for its hungry 
members and their families. 

Joseph P. Molony, a USW direc- 
tor at Buffalo, N.Y., said hun- 
dreds of ‘idle workers have ap- 
pealed to the union for. relief. 
He said they were referred to 
New York state welfare agencies 
but that to tide them over the 
union issued food orders to mem- 
bers it classed as hardship cases. 

Molony said a commissary 
would be Opened at union head- 
quarters Monday in an effort to 
cut household costs for the strik- 
ers’ families. 

Strikers are not entitled to un- 
employment compensation. But 
they are entitled to relief aid — 
just as anyone else. A state of 
emergency has been proclaimed 
by Pittsburgh district offices of 
the Pennsylvania department of 
public assistance so it can clear 
relief applications faster. 

In addition to the 650,000 strik- 
ing steel workers more than 100,- 
000 other workers in allied indus- 
tries have been laid off as a direct 
result of the strike.

Jan.-1, 1926. 

In a statement the Star’s man- 
agement said it had “nothing to 
conceal in its business practices; 
that the Star’s record of service 
to.this community for nearly three 
quarters of a century speaks for 
itself.” 

The Justice Department in 
Washington flatly declined com- 
ment on the matter. The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, which 
usually conducts investigations for 
the department, said it had made 
no investigation of the Star.

The women poli- 
ticians, no matter how 
vehemently they deny 
it, haven’t even got- 
ten a real good toe- 
hold in the smoke- 
filled room after 
some 30 years of 
woman suffrage. 
All roads leads to 
Chicago at the mo- 
ment and a large part 
of the traffic conges- 
tion is caused by 
women delegates on their way to the Republican 
or Democratic national conventions. 

The girls are bound to have a fine time: The 
masculine politicians will keep them busy with 
countless small tasks which will blind most of the 
women to the distressing fact that they actually 
cut no ice in naming the man who.

IT IS MY EXPERIENCE at political conventions 
since 1936 that the gents have a death grip on the 
political situation and the cigars at any convention 
and have no intention of surrendering either. 

To be sure, a few women will be named to somé 
of the important commitrees, Credentials, Plat- 
forms, etc. But the real work of the committees, 
as the actual choice of a candidate, will be 
threshed out by the boys in some hotel room where 
you could cut the smoke with a knife.

EVEN THOUGH I find the position rather awk- 
ward, I have had my ear to the ground in vain for 
some time now, waiting for the Republicans and 
the Democrats to name the women speakers who 
will perform at each convention. 

This is one of the sops tossed the female politi- 
cians—they are allowed to talk if not to toss their 
weight around. In the past former Congresswoman 
Clare Boothe Luce has been a fixture of Republi- 
can national conventions. The Democrats, to coun- 
teract so much beauty and brains, have answered 
with or through Helen Gahagan Douglas, former 
congresswoman, too.

HOWEVER, even these charmers have always 
been secondary features, with a masculine orator 
invariably getting top billing on any program in 
which the Mmes. Luce and Douglas have appeared. 

Indeed, so many gentlemen orators preceded 
Mrs. Douglas at the 1948 Democratic convention 
that it was almost midnight by the time she began 
to speak. Even the crowds in the bar rooms, watch- 
ing that newfangled invention, TV, had reeled 
home. Ditto, delegates. 

India Edwards, by all odds the smartest feminine 
politician in the United States got almost the same 
treatment at the Democratic national convention in 
°48. although she made a humdinger of a speech 
illustrated by a market basket full of fresh steaks, 
chops and other delicacies scarce even at a Demo- 
cratic conclave. 

Mme. Frances Perkins, still the only woman to 
hold a Cabinet. post in this country, suffered the 
same fate. She followed the Swiss bell ringers and 
the trained seals, and spoke to an empty hall. 

THE WOMEN can put on pressure at the polls, 
but if there is any doubt they are only window 
dressing at the conventions, India Edwards gave 
final proof last November. 

One of President Truman’s most trusted confi- 
dential advisers, she refused to accept the chair- 
manship of the Democratic National Committee last 
November when Truman offered it to her. (Frank 
McKinney, present chairman, was his second 
choice.) ; ‘ 

Mrs. Edwards refused the distinction and the job 
because she was certain the masculine politicians 
of her party would never give the time of day 
to a woman chairman. 

However, I'll bet the lads will be after Mrs. 
Edwards to front for them with a speech during 
the coming convention. It softens up the women 
voters, they think. But even she, one of the smart- 
est politicians in the nation, won’t get into the 
smoke-filled rooms.

For Supper 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE sandwich is often con- 
T sidered as a snack. Actually, 

it is often the main item for 
the midday meal. A whole army 
of office workers lunch on sand- 
wiches,. to say nothing of the 
many workers who take box 
lunches. A home luncheon often 
features sandwiches, of course, 


In warm weather, an attractive 
and varied sandwich supper may 
be planned. Various types of 
breads may be used and the fill- 
ings piled on top of each slice 
rather than put between the 
slices. This gives an opportunity 
for the use of contrasting mate- 
rials and for interesting garnish- 
es. As a general rule, meat, fish 
or eggs is the chief ingredient 
for topping one slice. Sliced to- 
matoes, a cole slaw or a cucum- 
ber salad furnishes contrast as a 
second topping for that open 
sandwich. 


Toast may replace the plain 
bread, if you like. Unless you are 
featuring a club sandwich with 
cold chicken or other roast meat, 
bacon, tomatoes and lettuce as 
the fillings for a three-decker 
sandwich, the bread is toasted 
only on one side. A three-decker 
sandwich, by the way, should al- 
ways be cut in three or four diag- 
onal slices. This is unnecessary 
with the open sandwich even 
when the bread is toasted on one 
or both sides. 


Supper Sandwiches 


1, Arrange 2 buttered slices of 
white or whole wheat bread on 
each serving plate. On one slice, 
arrange a thin slice of boiled 
ham. Spread with prepared mus- 
tard. Place a liberal portion of 
cole slaw on other slice and garn- 
ish with strips of green pepper, 
pimiento or with stuffed olives. 


2. Toast sliced bread on one 
side. Butter untoasted side. Ar- 
range 2 slices on each plate. On 
One Slice, arrange lettuce leaves 
and sliced hard-cooked eggs. 
Sprinkle @th minced onion, and 
top with mayonnaise. Sliced veal, 
chicken or summer sausage may 
replace the hard-cooked eggs. On 
the other slice of bread, arrange 
slices of tomato and crisp bacon, 


3. Cut sliced rye bread diag- 
onally across loaf. Spread with 
softened butter or mayonnaise. 
Allow 2 slices for each sandwich. 
Arrange on plate. On one slice, 
place drained sardines and ‘garn- 
ish with strips of pimiento. On 
other slice, arrange sliced cucum- 
bers and onions. Top liberally 
with mayonnaise or sour cream 
dressing and garnish with rings 
of green pepper.

HE mark of+ good player is 
knowing when to give true in- 
formation in the play for part- 
ner’s benefit, and when to give 
false information to the enemy. 
Consider this deal: 
South, dealer. 


North-South vulnerable. 
4AKQ97 


South opens with one heart, 
gets a one-spade response, and, 
with the opponents silentthrough- 
out, eventually lands at three no- 
trump, 


Now let’s follow the fortunes of 
two different Wests—a good one, 
and one not so good, . 


Both, let us say, lead the five of 
hearts against the game contract. 
East puts up the king and, when 
South ducks, continues with the 
jack. Again South holds wp, and 
now the good West and the bad 
West are very apt to differ! On 
the second heart lead the bad 
West carefully reveals an original 
holding of five hearts by playing 
the deuce, whereas the good West 
carefully conceals this informa- 


‘tion by playing the eight. The dif- 


ference will soon be emphasized, 


East leads the heart six and 
declarer has to win. He plays the 
‘spade eight, and when the bad 
West meekly follows suit, declarer 
passes the trick to East as the 
most elementary type of safety 
play—he doesn’t need all five 
spades; four will be enough for 
his contract. Why try for the un- 
likely 3-3 break? The contract be- 
comes a laydown, 


Now let’s get back to the good 
West. Remember, he has con- 
cealed the deuce of hearts, and 
when South leads the first spade 
with the settled intention of pass- 
ing the trick, this West com- 
pounds his previous deception by 
putting up the spade jack! 

Do you see the problem this 
gives declarer? Should he win the 
present spade trick in dummy, or 
should he let West hold the trick? 
The burning question is how many 
hearts West had originally—and 
declarer doesn’t know! Concession 
of one spade trick greatly in- 
creases the chance to run the rest 
of the suit, and West may have 
only one more heart to cash. (It is 
no solution to say that if East 
had held four hearts he would 
have returned his lowest card in 
the suit—East might well have 
had reason to unblock). 

The simple fact is, then, that 
against one type of West, declarer 
has a problem he may easily 
flunk; whereas against the other 
type, he can't go wrong.

'You and Your Aging Parents’

ARENTS, most of you readers 

may be—but children of your 

own parents, all of you are. 

For those of you in the thirties, 
the problem of your relatidn to 
your parents, and theirs to you, 
may be merely a pleasant and not 
a difficult one. But already to 
some of you in your thirties, and 
certainly to those who are older, 
the problem of how to live agree- 
ably with your parents and they 
with you may sometimes be a dif- 
ficult and thorny one. 

Regardless of whether or not 
such a problem lies within the 
scope of a column on Child Be- 
havior, we should like to bring to 
your attention the recent publica- 
tion, “You and Your Aging Par- 
ents” by Edith Stern and Mabel 
Ross, recently published by A. A.

HERE FOR THE first time that 
we know of, this particular prob- 
lem is dealt with in an unsenti- 
mental, realistic, frank and prac- 
tical manner. We think that this 
book could be useful to any per- 
son who, following the death of 
one parent, or even merely in the 
ease of the growing old of both 
parents, is*faced with the prob- 
lem of héjping to plan for the 
future. 

The authors point out that in 
the course of time, parent-child 
roles inevitably become reversed, 
and it is the younger who must, 
at least to some degree, plan for 
and take care of the elder. When 
that‘ time comes, the authors sug- 
gest, you will save lots of wear 
and tear if you consider what 
you actually can do, not what you 
would like to do. : 

After a death in the family,

Also, remember that older 
people, as well as infants, are in- 
dividuals, each with different 
needs and wishes. And that it 
should be your parents’ idea of 
how they want to live, not yours, 
which as a rule should govern 
any final decision. 

“But They Can’t Live Alone— 
Or Can They?” is the title of an 
extremely interesting section 
which emphasizes a main theme 
of the book—that, at all costs, 
older people should be allowed 
and encouraged to remain inde- 
pendent and to.stay in their own
